first saw her tho Manhattan wus on her side 
shipping sea aftor sen, and finally carcenfd 
over anel went down in a very few minutes 
from the time be first nuliceil the vefse-l. 
Two or thrco other persons on the eastern 
fiTioro, all at elill'erent poinLs of observation, 
toll stories of tho disaster that fully bear out 
those told by Smith und Kane.

These- dico are intro- 
duced'by tho giunblera'unobserved by tho 
honest men who have como into tho play, and 
this accounts for tho fact that OOoutoC 100 
who gnniblo, however wealthy when they 
began, at tlic end are found to bo poor, mis- 
erable, haggard wretches -who would not 
now bo allowed to sit on tho doorstop of Lhu 
houso that they onco owned. In a gaming 
houso In San Francisco a young man having 
just conic from tho mines deposited a largo 
sum upon the ace, aud won $22,000.

$500 for making tho jump, Donovan con- 
cluded to make tho attempt to test his powers 
of endurance. He left with a few friends on 
tba last train to Niagara falls Saturday 
night, and registered at a hotol as ^,'Edwin 
Clark." Donovan and his party arose oarly 
Sunday and soon made arrangements for tbo 
leap. Shortly boforo 7 o'clock Donovan, left 
tho hotol in a cab and drove toward tbo 
bridge. About the samo time two men put 
out from the shore und rowed into the center 
of tho river. Donovan, Professor Foloy, of 
Buffalo, and two or three other* walked to 
Iho center of the bridge. 
Just as Larry stepped out on the cable

get down beforo tho chief did, grasped tlio 
cablo and pulled bis musclos together.
